BeM.Gueydan giving information ro Mr C.Nielsen, son of Gord4us 
Nielsen, 

Apparently when Gueydan arrived in Shenghai,Nielsen met him 
and told him that all rooms were engaged in the Astor House & 
Palace Hotel's, but that he would find good accomodation at 
Tollefsen's ee Hotel to which place Nielsen took him, 
Gueydan then called on Mr J.J.Kegan on a business matter at the 
Astor House who immediately had the four dispatclk boxes removed 
to Kessrs Gaston, Williams & Wirmore's strong room & ‘advisea 
Gueydan to stay with Mr Coleman at his private house. Later 
in the day Mr Kegan took Mr A.P.Bliurt of H.B.MeConsulate to 
inspect the boxes and eventually told Gueydan to make a report 
of the loss of his passage ticket to the SGonsulate which was 
done resulting in the Authorities holding back Gueydan'’s 
passport & papers.e 1 

What I have heard regarding C.Nielsen is as follows:-— 

Towards the end of 1916, O,Nielsen applied to the firm of 
Messrs Gaston, Williams & Wigmore for employment stating that 
he was then employed with Seth Seth & Coy but wished to better 
himself. The firm g2ve Nielsen employment on avery small 
gsealary & shortly afterwards, beran to get suspicious of his 
doingsin the office on account of his enquiring into the firms 
private business matters , % overlooking, the various typists 


doing confidential work which in no way concerned him. They — 


then odoupiea his time rumning dogus errands in order to xreup 
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him out of the office and quistly commenced enquiries with the 
result that they then found he had been formerly employed with 
the Standard 011 Coy & had spectially left this firm to join 
Seth Seth & Coy in order to carry out his fathers wishes of 


obtaining employment with Gaston, Williams & Wigmore, 


: Whilst these enquiries ere going on, CO.Nielsen on Chinese 
New Years day (25.21.17) entered the office, but on seeing. 


foresign employees vere presont, left immediately. Messrs 
Gaston, Williems & Wigmore make it a rule not to employ anyone 


ever scommected with the Standard Oil Coy, & fearing to openly

dismiss Nielsen, on ascount of the father’s love for Courts & 


writing to newspspers, quietly told C.Nielsen that they were 
lessening the staff & his services were dispensed with.e 


It was then that a former houseboy of H.O*Shea named Ting 


Shou Shiang (J =| +8 ) applied for employment as a typist but 
when put to the tast, know nothing as regards typinge This 


man was followed & found to visit the home of Gordiua Nielsem ¢

to entor tho back door of the BRemington Typewriter Coy. 

A few days later, a young man friving the name of Fampton, & 
who appeared to be a Burasian or a native of Cairo, called at 
the offtce of Gaston, Williams & Wigmore & enquired whether the 
firm would be willir., to do leather business. This man was 
asked for references but could not give anye On account of 


the firm doing a very extensive business in leather with the 
Russian Government, they became suspicious of Hampton, & having 
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Consulate. 
The firm now strongly suspected that Nieisen's som, Tins 
Shou Shiang & Hampton were endeavouring to obtain information, 


most probably for Gordius Nielsen, to be conveyed to enemy 


subjects. 

Shortly after Nielsen left Gaston, WillYams & Wigmore, the 
firm began to receive anonymous letters regarding their employees 
‘particularly a young man nemed Silar,. Agein this vas put down 

| to Nielsen or his father, the young man Silar bearing the best

of characters. 


In order to compare the notepaper of the anonymous letters 
with thet of Gordius Nielsen, the firm on a pretext, wrote to 
Gordius Nielsen whose notepaper on reply was +e-be found to be 
different. The letters were posted at the cerror of Szechuen & 
Canton Roads. , 

C.Nielsen left Shenghai about the middle of February last 
via Siberia for his native place Danmark but for some reason or 
other, was turned back @& Petrograd. He is said to be 
about to take passage to America by the S.S. " Nippon Maru" 
leaving on 29th .inst:,
